Judd, C. J , Whiting, J , and Circuit Judg* 
Perry, in place of Frear, J., absent 
Every sovereign natlo.4 has the Inherent 
right to deny to aliens the privilege of 
entering its territory and even to expel 
them therefrom. 
It is also the right of every Independ- 
ent state to prescribe the conditions upon 
which it will admit aliens Into ita terri- 
tory and further to revoke at will a. per- 
mission or license already granted to an 
alien to enter, and this, too, 
without 
notice to such alien of Its intention to 
thus revoke the license. 
The Joint Resolution passed by the 
Congress of the United States on July 6, 
1898, relating to the Annexation of the Ha- 
waiian Islands, provided, inter alia, that 
"there shall be no further immigration 
,, -of Chinese into the Hawaiian Islands, ex- 
cept upon such conditions as are now or 
"may hereafter be allowed by the laws of 
the United States." Held, that by virtue 
of this provision the United States laws 
relating to the immigration and exclusion 
of Chinese were extended to and put in 
force tn the Hawaiian Islands, and are 
now in force In this country; and, furth- 
er, that Chinese, whether residing In this 
country or not prior to July 7. 1898, to 
whom permits to enter the Hawaiian 
Islands were issued prior to said date by 
the Hawaiian Government, are not ex- 
cented by the Resolution, from the oper- 
ation of said United States laws, but are 
also subject to the provisions thereof 
This Court is not a court of the United 
States and has no jurisdiction, in habeas 
corpus proceedings or otherwise to pass 
upon the validity of the appointment of 
a Federal officer or the extent of his pow- 
ers under Federal laws or the legality of 
the detention by him under such laws of 
persons who claim to be illcgalb In such 
crstody. 


THE OPINION

The record thus shows that some of the 
petitioners resided in these Islands prior 
to July 7, 1898, and left with the Intention 
of returning and possessing permits to re- 
enter, issued pr*or to said date and that 
the other of the petitioners have not here- 
tofore resided in this country, but also 
possess permits to enter, Issued prior to 
said date. 
The main Issue raised by the pleadings 
is whether or not the laws of the United 
States relating to the immigration and 
exclusion of Chinese were extended 
to 
the Hawaiian Islands by the terms of the 
Joint Resolution passed by Congress on 
Jul> C 1SSS, and signed by the President on 
the day following, and commonly called 
the "Newlands Resolution." 
Before entering upon tfie consideration 


of the question of what it Is that Congress 
has enacted by that Section of the New- 
land's Resolution, which refers to Chin- 
ese immigration, It Is well to observe the 
extent of the powers possessed by Con- 
gress in the matter of the exclusion and 
expulsion of foreigners 
It Is a fundamental principle that every 
sovereign nation has the Inherent right to 
deny the aliens the privilege of entering 
its territory and even to expel 
them 
therefrom. This principle has been recog- 
nized and affirmed in clear and unmis- 
takeable language by the Supreme Court 
of the United States 
Chae Chan Ping 
vr United States, 130 United States 606, 
607, 
the Court eaid 
"The powor of the 


Oo-v eminent to exclude foreigners from 
the country whenever, In its Judgment, 
the public interests require such exclu- 
nlon, has been assented in repeated In- 
stances, and never denied by the execu-

HE decision of the Supreme Court In the Chinese Habeas corpus 'cases IB 
one which is tar reaching tn Its consequences. 
The question aa to 
whether or not a Chinaman wits a permit from the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment la entitled to land here; Kinks Into

This proposition^! followed 
to a logical conclusion, may t*bt*, in aome very serious Tkilures of 
justice.

The decision of the majority of fh*lEourt Is briefly this: That the ques- 4- 
4- tlon raised as to the authority of 3.-'f. Brown to act as a United States 4- 
-f officer In Hawaii, Is a question arising tinder the laws of the 
United 4- 
States; that the Constitution of tha United States reserves Jurisdiction of 4 
aU such cases to Federal Courts, UlM is to the Supreme Court of the United 4- 
4- States, and such inferior Courts aa Congress may establish, that Hawaiian 4- 
Courts are not Inferior Courts established by Congress, and therefore they 4- 
have no jurisdiction to consider questions arising under the laws of tne 
United States. 
If this lack of Jurisdiction could be confined to the laws of the United 
t 


States, no serious Inconvenience would follow, as the law respecting Chinese 
immigration is probably the only United States law In force in this country, 
but cases in law arising under the Jaw** of the United States form but one 
4- class out of a dozen that are reserved to the Federal Courts in precisely the 
-f same terms. The language of the Constitution Is: 
"The judicial power shall exteflfl tot all cases In law and equity arising 
under this Constitution, the laws Of the United States and treaties made or 
which shall be made under their authority; to all cases affecting Arabas- 4- 
4- sadors, other public Ministers and'Consuls, to all cases of admiralty and 4- 
maritime jurisdiction, to controversies to Which the United States shall be 4- 
a party: to controverslea between two Or more States, between a State and 4- 
citizens of another State, between citizens of different States; between cit- 4- 
4- liens of the same State claiming landa under grants of different States, and 4- 
4- between a State and the citizens thereof, and foreign States, citizens or sub- 4- 
jects."

Now If our Courts have no Jurisdiction of cases arising under {he laws 4- 


of the United States, how can theyjiave Jurisdiction 
of cases arising 4- 
under the Constitution of the Ualtew^tates, or how can they have admir- 4- 
ally and maritime jurisdiction? Ho* can a citizen of California sue a clt- 
4 Izen of Hawaii If such suits are expressly reserved to such inferior Courts 
4- as Congress may establish, and Congress has neglected to act? 
In admiralty alone the situation is-'serious. Both the City of Columbia 


: 


and the Labrador are under condemnation by Hawaiian Courts sitting in 
admiralty. If such Courts are without jurisdiction both the previous de- 
tention and the sale will be void, and the w rit of the Court will be no de- 
fense to the Marshal In a suit for damages brought against him. 
The proposition which win excUit the most attention, however, is the 
Impossibility of escaping the conclusion that if our Courts have no jurisdic- 
tion o\er cases arising under the laws of the United States they are equallv 
4 without Jurisdiction over cases arising under the Constitution of the 
4- United States. The only law now tn force in Hawaii, by the express terms 
4- of the Newlands Resolution, Is such municipal legislation as is not con- 
trary to the Constitution of the Umled States, its treaties, or to the Res- 
olution itself

4- while sitting as Circuit Judge, decided After full 
argument of counsel, 
4 that his Court had admiralty jurisdiction'.

Of course the Court is bound to administer the law as it finds It. ir- 
4- respective of public convenience or faOure of justice in individual cases, 
4- but in previous cases of Interregnum "the law of public necessity" 
has 
4- played a great part. As was said by Mr. Buchanan, Secretary of State, to 
4 Mr. Voorhees on the 7th of. October, 1848, "The consent of the people is 
4- irresistably Inferred from the faetAhat no civilized community could pos- 
4- sibly desire to abrogate an existing jovernment when the alternative pre- 
4- sented would be to place themselves beyond the protection of all laws " 
4- Perhaps it may still be Hoped that tie Supreme Court will likewise infer 
4- that Congress in continuing such of our laws as were not contrary to the 
4- Constitution of the United States «f vid not have Intended to leave us wlth- 
4- out a tribunal competent to decide wftat-laws were thus excluded.

It is also the right of every independent

Being possessed, then, of these ample 
powers and knowing, as we must pre- 
sume, what the laws of Hawaii were on 
the subject of Chinese Immigration, the 
United States, through Congress, Its duly 
constituted mouthpiece, on the sixth of 
July last ordered that "there shall be no 
further immigration of Chinese into tha 
Hawaiian Islands, except upon such con- 
ditions as are now or may hereafter be 
allowed by the 
laws 
of the United 
States " The Republic of Hawaii has ac- 
cepted and acquiesced in that and the 
other provisions of the Newland's Reso- 
lution. What is the true meaning and 
effect of that paragraph of the Resolu- 
tion' 
In the first place, I am of the opinion 
that In the u«e of the term "Immigration" 
Congress did not Intend to limit the appli- 
cation of the prohibition to such persons 
as can be called ' Immigrants" within the 
popular acceptation of that term, and to 
exclude from ita operation those aliens 
who, 
having formerly resided In the coun- 
try and having left with the intention of 
returning, seek to re-enter after such 
temporary absence but rather that It 
was the intention to problhlt, to the ex- 
tent stated In the Resolution, the further 
"coming In" of Chinese, whether thev 
had formerly resided in the country or 
not 
I construe the first clause of the 
paragraph in question as being the equiv- 
alent of "Hereafter no Chinese shall b» 
allowed to enter the Hawaiian Islands '

A couple of the Chas. T. Wilder let- 


ters concerning the project for an Ha- 
waiian-American Exposition in this 
city the coming summer, will be re- 
ferred to the Chamber of; Commerce, 
and that body -will likely hold a meet- 
ing during the week to consider them. 
A number of prominent business men 
spoken to -on the subject yesterday 
were not especially enthusiastic over 
the enterprise, but all expressed wil- 
lingness to encourage the same and 
the most conservative believed that it 
could be made a success locally—that 
is, the expenses could b6 met, if the 
affair was properly managed, by the 
gate receipts. 


Jos. B. Atherton, president of 
the 


Chamber of Commerce, said that some 
of the producers and exporters of the 
States appeared to believe that Hawaii 
was very far behind the time indus- 
trially and commercially, whereas, the 
leading concerns here have 
always 


been apt and ready in search for Im- 
provements and markets to meet local 
calla Mr. Atherton believes that some 
benefit would accrue to the men on the 
Mainland who would show goods here 
In any event closer relations would be 
established and perhaps better under- 
standings reached. Naturally it is ex- 
pected that in the future the trade with 
the coast will increase. The president 
of the Chamber of Commerce 
men- 


tioned two things important in trade 
that factors of the "Mainland have for 
years allowed Island •consumers to 
import from England and Germany. 
These are steam plows and galvanized 
iron Quite lately some galvanized iron 
has been brought 
from 
the United 


States and a plan is afoot, as 
men- 


tioned in this paper a few weeks ago, 
to have eteam plows for the planta- 
tions manufactured at Springfield, O. 
Orders have been placed there by one 
or more of the plantations. At the 
same time steam plows to the value, in- 
cluding freight, of $70,000, have been 
ordered from here within the past six 
months 


It is the opinion of all 
who have 


given expression in the premises that 
the Islands would be vastly benefitted 
by the proposed exposition 
A good 


many excursions would 
be brought 


from all over the United States. The 
travelers would be well repaid for their 
expenditures and at the 
same 
time 


would leave some money in the town 
and at other places of the group. There 
would be a few of the 
usual 
show 


hangerson, but the bulk of the visitors 
would be persons of means and intelli- 
gence. The showing that could be made 
for the Islands would be an Impressive 
one. Hawaiian exposition possibilities 
are practically without limit. 
Every 


Island and every commmuty 
would 


contribute and the spirit 
of rivalry 


would tend to produce some surpris- 
ing results 
Native products would be 


seen that are unthought of in ordin- 
ary considerations. The visitor would 
go away mastered with the idea that

There Is no doubt that the rule In the 
United States Is that "In construing stat- 
ute* so worded as to admit of a construc- 
tion which -would render them retrospec- 
tive as well as prospective, a prospective 
operation only Is to be given, unless a 
legislative Intent to the contrary Is de- 
clared, or necessarily Implied from the 
circumstances of the language used."— 
2t Am. and Eng. Encycl. .Law, p. «S. In 
thto case, the legislative Intent Is to be 
leathered from the language used In the 
.Resolution Itself, and Congress having 
said that there should be NO further Im- 
migration of Chinese Into these Islands 
except as therein stated, It must be pre- 
sumed that that body meant what 
It 
said without any further qualifications. If 
any Injustice or hardship rt-sulta 
from 
tb«lr act, the responsibility therefor 
Is 
upon the law-makers and not upon this 
Court. 


It Is true, I think that the DEPORTA- 
TION of those Chinese, If any, Inlawful- 
ly In the Hawaiian Islands cannot for the 
present be enforced, because the statutes 
require that certain proceedings be had 
before a United States Judge In order to 
establish the unlawfulness of their pres- 
ence, and no such tribunal as yet exists 
here. But it does not follow that because 
this Is so Congress did not intend that 
the provisions of United States laws re- 
lating to the EXCLUSION of those not 
yet in the country should take immediate 
effect. 
It may well have been the fact, 


and I think that It was, that (Congress 
while willing to.allow those in the coun- 
try unlawfully to remain until further 
order, was anxious to put an end at once 
to any further Influex. 


Under the terms of the 
Resolution, 
when a Chinese person seeks to enter the 
Hawaiian Islands, the question of wheth- 
er or not he Is entitled to enter is to be 
determined In accordance with the United 
States laws, in other words, the United 
States laws relating- to the immigration 
and exclusion of Chinese are now the rule 
of action here, are in forre here, and ap- 
ply In my opinion to ALL Chinese who 
seek to enter. 


It Is urged that no machinery has been 
provided by Congress for the enforcement 
of the United States Chinese exclusion 
laws In these Islands and that conse- 
quently it could not have been the In- 
tention of Congress to make said laws 
applicable In the cases of those Chinese 
who hold return permits? Issued prior to 
July 7, 1898. Assuming that It Is true, that 
there is no machinery as claimed, the ob- 
jection, if it is good so far ag to lead 
the Court to hold that it was not the In- 
tention to give the Resolution a retro* 
spective operation, must also of necessity 
compel the Court to hold that not even 
prospective operation can be Riven to It 
until Congress shall by further legislation 
provide the means for enforcing the laws. 
The only logical conclusion of the argu- 
ment is, it seems to me, that until such 
lime United States laws do not apply here 
and that Hawaiian 
laws 
continue 
In 
force. Yet, that the Hawaiian statutes 
so far as they are inconsistent with 
United States laws on the subject 
are 
repealed by the Resolution and that the 
United States laws are, prospectively, at 
least, extended is clear. 
Moreover,' the 
necessary conclusion as just stated would 
render the clause in the Resolution inop- 
erative and meaningless. If Congress had 
simijjy Intended to leave matters as they 
stood with reference to Chinese Immigra- 
tion until it should further legislate, the 
clause would have been omitted; the gen- 
eral provision continuing existing laws in 
force would have been amply sufficient 
The language of the various United 
States statutes on the subjects of Chinese 
immigration and immigration of other 
aliens, are not as clear in their language 
as they might be in defining the relative 
powers and duties, in the premises, of 
Collectors of Customs and of Chinese In- 
spectors appointed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. Both are given certain 
powers to exercise arid certain duties to 
perform, and between them can fully en- 
force all Chinese exclusion laws, but just 
where the dividing line between them is, 
Just what an Inspector can do without 
the assistance of a Collector, it Is more 
difficult to define. Another question not 
free from difficulty Is whether the Col- 
lector of Customs of the Hawaiian Islands 
is authorized to perform 
tlie various 
duties assigned 
to 
Collectors 
by the 
United States Chinese Exclusion Laws, 
these Islands not having yet been made 
a. collection district of the United States. 
Under the latest Hawaiian laws on the 
aubject, the Collector General of Customs 
Is vested 
with 
the power to 
decide 
whether or not an alien applying for ad- 
mission is entitled to enter these Islands. 
The Newland's Resolution provides that 
"until Congress shall provide for the 
government of such Islands all the civil, 
judicial and military powers exercised by 
the officers of the existing government in 
said Islands, shall be vested in such per- 
son or persons, and shall be exercised in 
such manner as the President 
of the 
United States shall direct, and the Pres- 
ident shall have power to remove said of- 
ficers and fill the vacancies so occasioned; 
and, in another section, that "the munic- 
ipal legislation of the Hawaiian Islands, 
not enacted for the fulllllment 
of the 
treaties so extinguished and not Incon- 
sistent with this Joint Resolution, nor 
contrary to the Constitution of the United 
States shall remain In force until Con- 
gress of the I'nited States shall otherwise 
determine." By virtue of this latter pro- 
vision, those Hawaiian statutes or parts 
of statutes relating to the Chinese imml- 
graion which are not inconsistent with 
or help along the United States laws on 
the same subject continue in force even 
after an extension of such United States 
laws to these Island?, and there seems to 
toe strong ground for the proposition ad- 
vanced by one of the attorneys who took 
part in the argument 
that 
respondent 
McStocker, as Collector General of Cus- 
toms of the Hawaiian Islands, is vested 
with power to enforce the exclusion of 
Chinese If In fact Vniteri States laws have 
been extended here. 
In view, however. 
of my conclusion, stated later on. on the 
subject of Jurisdiction, I deem it unneces- 
sary to decide this question now. 
With reference to the authority of rr- 
upondent J. K. Brown. Chinese Inspect- 
or; The Act of August 3, ]gs2. relating to 
the Immleratlon of aliens II Supplement 
to Revised Statutes p. 270) rhareea 
the 
Secretary of the Treasury with the duty 
of executing the provisions of that act 
"AND with supervising the business of 
immigration to the United States." This 
last rlauRp elves that official <he author-

It Is far from clear, then, that the nec- 
essary machinery does not exist here for 
the enforcement of United States laws re- 
lating to the Immigration and exclusion 
of Chinese. But whether It does or not, 
the language of the Resolution, as I have 
already stated, clearly shows that Con- 
gress did not Intend that the rule of ac- 
tion In regard to Chinese Immigration In- 
to IheKe Islands should continue us It was 
hut did Intend that United States laws 
should without delay take the place of 
tin- Hawaiian laws BO far us 
the 
two 
were Inconsistent. 


The argument that the provision of the 
Resolution under consideration IK simply 
in the nature of an organic act, intended 
as a. direction to or limitation upon the 
powers of Congress and of the Hawaiian 
legislature hereafter, does not seem to 
me to be sound. It Is open to the objec- 
tion already mentioned of rendering the 
provision In question nugatory. When Is 
the law-making power to enact this re- 
strictive legislation and obey the man- 
date of the Resolution? No limit of time 
IB stated and until the Legislature chooses 
to act, the United States laws could not 
go Into effect. The use of the words "up- 
on such conditions as are now or MAY 
HERBAKTER be allowed," Indicates that 
Congress may hereafter alter those con- 
ditions now allowed by the laws of the 
United States but that until "Congresw 
does so alter them the conditions pre- 
scribed by the laws NOW in force must 
prevail. 


On beluilf of the petitioners, the deci- 


sion In the case of Chew Heong vs. the 
United States, 112 United States 53C, Is re- 
lied upon In support of the contention 
that the Resolution should not be given 
retrospective operation so as to debar 
petitioners from entering. 
That decision 
was based very largely upon the fact 
that the Court, In construing the statutes 
there under consideration, felt it Its duty 
to so construe them, If possible, as not 
to repeal In effect the provisions of a 
prior treaty with China. In that respect 
the case differs from that at bar, for the 
Hawaiian Islands have no such treaty. 
The existing United States treaty with 
China has been held not to bar Just such 
legislation as is here contended against. 
The decision was also based 
on the 


ground that in the opinion of the Court 
the language used In the statutes did not 
clearly indicate an intention on the part 
of Congress to give the statutes a retro- 
spective operation and that consequently 
they must he held to operate prospective- 
ly only. The correctness of the rule there 
laid down is, as already stated above, un- 
denied, but the fact remains that after 
all the Court in this case must, as did the 
Court in that case, find the intention of 
Congress from the language of the instru- 
ment which is the subject of construction. 
The adjudication in that case cannot 
therefore, be of much real value in this 
case. 


Having held that the 
United 
States 
laws in relation to the immigration of 
Chinese are now In force in the Hawaiian 
Islands and that such laws apply as well 
to cases where permits were issued prior 
to the passage of the Resolution as to 
other cases, it follows, in my opinion, 
that this Court has no jurisdiction to 
construe, the United States laws or to 
pass upon the. question of the validity of 
respondent Brown's appointment or of the 
extent of his powers as a Chinese In- 
spector under those statutes or of wheth- 
er he lawfully holds petitioners in his 
custody. The case presented is t^at of a 
Federal 
officer, 
claiming to act under 
Federal laws and Justifying his detention 
of petitioners by virtue of the provisions 
of such laws, and is cognizable only In a 
Court of the I'nited States. 
The United States Constitution, Article. 
Ill, Section 1, provides, 
lTThe judicial 
power of the United States shall be vest- 
ed in one Supreme Court, and in such in- 
ferior Courts as Congress may, from time 
to time, order and establish; and, Sec- 
tion 2, "The judicial power shall extend 
to all cases in law and equity arising 
under this Constitution, THE T.AWS OF 
THE 
UNITED STATES, and treaties 
made, or which shall he made, under their 
authority." 
Under the authority thus 
conferred Congress has established cer- 
tain inferior Courts, but none 
yet 
in 
these Islands. 
This 
Court 
is 
not a 
Court of the United Slates. See Republic 
vs. Edwards, XI, Haw. 571. 
One evil which the 
framers 
of 
the 


United States 
Constitution 
sought 
to 
avoid by leaving it solely to United States 
Courts to interpret and enforce United 
States laws, was the giving of differing 
or antagonistic interpretations 
to the 
same law intended to apply In all States 
alike by the Courts of different States, 
which would cause confusion and uncer- 
tainty In the application of such law and 
perhaps lead to disagreements or even to 
n breach of the peace between different 
States. The present seems to me to be a 
case falling with the reasons for the jur- 
isdk-tional provision in the Constitution. 
The Courts of the various States might 
easily hold and lay down conlllctlng views 
as to how the statutes now in question 
ou^ht to l»e construed. 


In Ableman vs. Booth and United States 
vs. Booth, 21 Howard 5"t;, a judge of the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin in the first j 
of those two cases 
of 
habeas 
corpus 


"claimed and exercised the right to super- j 
vise and annul the proceedings of a Com- i 
missioner of the United States, and 
to l 


discharge a prisoner, who had been com- 
mitted by the Commissioner for an of- 
fense against the laws of this" 
< I'nited 
Staiesi "Government and th'is exercise of 
power by the Judge was afterwards sanc- 
tioned and affirmed by the Supreme Court 
of the State." 
In the second case, "the 
State Court went a step 
further 
and 
claimed and exercised jurisdiction 
over 
the proceedings and judgment of a Dis- 
trict Court of the United States, and up- 
on a summary and collateral proceeding, 
by habeas corpus, set aside and annulled 
its judgment, and discharged a prisoner 
who had bem tried and found guilty of 
an offense against the laws of the United 
States, and sentenced to Imprisonment by 
the 
liistrli't 
Court." 
In 
the 
decision, 


which IK all elaborate and well-considered 
or.e. the Supreme Court of tlie I'nited 
States S H V S : "These propositions are new 
in the jurisprudence of the l'nit«-d States, 
as well us of the States; ami the suprem- 
iiry of the State Courts over the Courts 
of the 1 ' n j t f d States, In 
cases arising 


under the Constitution and T,aws of the 
United States, is now for the first time 


the General Government, 
and of th» 
State, although both exist and are exer- 
cised within the same territorial limits, 
are yet separate and distinct sovereign- 
ties, acting separately and independently 
of each other, within their respective 
spheres. And the sphere of action appro* 
prlated to the United States Is as far be- 
yond the reach of the judicial process la- 
sued by a State Judge or a State Court) 
as If tho line of division was traced by 
landmarks and monuments visible to the 
eye. And the State of Wisconsin had no 
more power to authorize these proceed- 
ings of Its Judges and Courts, than 
it 


would have had if the prisoner had been 
confined In Michigan, or In any other 
State of the Union, for an offence against 
the laws of the. State In which he was Im- 
prisoned. • « • 


"We do not question the authority of 
State Court, or Judge, who Is authorized 
by the laws of the State to issue the 
writ of habeas corpus to Issue It in any 
case where the party Is Imprisoned with- 
in its territorial limits, provided it does 
not appear, when the application Is made, 
that the person Imprisoned Is In custody 
under the authority of the United States. 
The Court or Judge has a right to inquire 
In this mode of 
proceeding, 
for what 
cause and by what authority the prisoner 
Is confined within the territorial limits of 
the State sovereignty. And It Is the duty 
of the Marshal, or other person having 
the custody of the prisoner, 
to 
make 


known to the Judge or Court, by a proper 
return, the authority by which he holds 
him in custody. This right to Inquire by 
process of habeas corpus, and the duty of 
the officer to make the return, grows nec- 
essarily, out of the complex character of 
our Covernment, and the existence of two 
distinct and sfparate sovereignties with- 
in the same territorial space, each of 
them restricted In Its powers, and each 
within Its sphere of action, prescribed by 
the Constitution of the United States, In- 
dependent of the other. But after the re- 
turn Is made, and the State Judge or 
Court Judicially apprized that the party is 
in custody under the authority of the 
United States, they can proceed no fur- 
ther. They then know that the prisoner 
Is within the dominion and jurisdiction of 
another Government, and 
that 
neither 
the writ of habeas corpus, nor any other 
process issued under State authority, can 
pass over the line of division between the 
two sovereignties. He is then within the 
dominion and exclusive jurisdiction of the 
United States. If he has committed an 
offence against their laws, their tribunals 
alone can punish him. If he is wrong- 
fully imprisoned, their judicial tribunals 
can release him and afford him redress. 
And although, as we have said, it is the 
duty of the Marshal, or other person 
holding him, to make known, by a prop- 
er return, the authority under which he 
detains him. It is at the same time Im- 
peratively his duty to obey the process of 
the United States, to hold the prisoner In 
custody under it, and to refuse obedience 
to the mandate or process of any other 
Government. And consequentfy it Is his 
duty not to take the prisoner, nor sutler 
him to lie taken, -before a State Judge or 
Court upon habeas corpus Issued under 
State authority. 
No State Judge or 
Court, after they are judicially informed 
that the party Is Imprisoned under the 
authority of the United States, has any 
rleht to Interfere with him, or to require 
him to be brought before them. And If 
the authority of a State, in the form of 
judicial process or otherwise, should at- 
tempt to control the Marshal or other 
officer or agent of the United States, In 
any respect. In the custody of his pris- 
oner, it would be his duty to resist it, and 
to call to his aid any force that might be 
necessary to maintain the authority of 
law against Illegal interference. 
No Ju- 
dicial process, whatever form It may as- 
sume, can have any lawful authority out- 
side of the limits of the jurisdiction of 
the Court or Judge by whom it Is Issued; 
and an attempt to enforce it beyond these 
boundaries is nothing less than lawless 
violence. * • * 
"If there was an defect of power in the 
Commissioner, or In his mode of proceed- 
ing, 
it was for 
the tribunals of the 


United States to revise and correct it, and 
not for a State Court." 
This statement of the law is clear and 
to the point. If in this case there Is any 
defect in the power of the United States 
officer, or in his mode of proceeding-, It is 
for the tribunals of the United States to 
revise and correct it, and not for this 
Court. That no United States Court has 
been established here yet, and that great 
inconvenience 
may 
result 
from 
this 
Court's holding that it has no jurisdiction, 
cannot of Itself confer jurisdiction upon 
the Court. 
The Hawaiian . Government 
had not and has not the power to confer 
upon this Court Jurisdiction to. construe 
or judicially enforce United States laws, 
and, 
the United States Government, 
though possessing the power to 
confer 


such .Jurisdiction has not yet done so. For 
such failure and the Inconvenience re- 
sulting therefrom, Congress alone is re- 
sponsible 


The writ issued herein should be dis- 


charged for lack of jurisdiction, and the 
petitioners should be remanded 
to 
the 


custody of respondents, and it is so ord- 
ered.

(Chas. T. Wilder, wio has served 


Hawaii as Consul-General at San Fran- 
cisco, (has been approached by Califor- 
nian men who desire that a ibig exposi- 
tion shall be held here. Mr. Wilder 
has written of the matter to Minister 
Cooper and others. Below is one of 
the letters received) : 


San Francisco, Dec. 22, 1898. 


A representative body of the manufac- 


turers, merchants and producers of the 
Pacific Coast have resolved to hold an 
Industrial Exposition and Agricultural 
Fair at Honolulu In the near future, 
•which, shall combine a full and complete 
display of the agricultural and other pro- 
ducts of the Hawaiian Islands with an 
-exhibition of the manufacture, industries 
.and products of the Pacific Coast. 


The aims and objects of such an exposi- 


tion are to bring into closer relationship 
the business Interests of the Islands and 
the Coast and to create and encourage 
such feelings of amity and mutual In- 
terest, that American capital shall be en- 
couraged and Induced to assist In de- 
veloping the many and varied Interests 
of the Hawaiian Islands and 
of their 


irade with American ports. 


The merchants and manufacturers of 


San Francisco believe that such an ex- 
position would greatly assist In accom- 
plishing these desired results by bringing 
the various resources and products of the 
Hawaiian Islands to the Immediate atten- 
tion of the American people represented 
in the exhibitors and visitors at such a 
display, and by Introducing at the same 
time the new and Improved methods, ma- 
chinery and products of American indus- 
tries to the Hawaiian people. 


It Is a matter of world-wide experience 


that expositions and fairs are the forerun- 
ners and school teachers of commerce 
and that It Is chiefly through this strtk- 
"ing form of education that producers, 
consumers and Investors are brought In 
contact and are led to form a closer re- 
lationship for the development of trade, 
thus achieving swiftly that degree of 
commercial activity which would other- 
wise require years to obtain. 


The organizers of the coming exposi- 


tion. and fair desire to have the hearty 
cooperation of the merchants, producers 
and 
business men of the Hawaiian 


Islands, as they have already the en 
dorsement and support of the merchants, 
manufacturers, producers and shippers of 
ihe Pacific Coast, and as they expect to 
have the official endorsement and 
sup- 


port of the Legislature of California and 
of the Congress of the 
United States. 


They earnestly solicit the confidence, co- 
operation and good will of all classes of 
the Hawaiian people, to the end that this 
exposition will not only be a commercial 
and industrial success, but also that It 
shall be and remain a notable and mem- 
orable event In the history of the Hawaii- 
an Islands, commemorating, as It will, 
the admission of the Islands into the Am- 
erican Republic. 


In order that the exposition may be so 


conducted as to accomplish the foregoing 
results and give the utmost satisfaction 
to its exhibitors, it Is the Intention of Its 
management that It shall be organized 
along practical lines and that the details 
of its organization and conduct shall be 
placed In charge of experienced men fa- 
miliar with the business of conducting 
such exhibitions and accustomed to make 
them successful. 


It Is expected that the exposition will 


be made self-supporting by the sale of 
space and concessions and the 
income 


from admissions. It Is also Intended that

merchants and producers of the Pacific 
Coast and of the Hawaiian Islands at th< 
earliest possible date, for the reason tha 
the exposition should, In the opinion o: 
Its organizers, occupy the month of May 
or June of the coming year.

kind would take very well in the Islands 
and It would without doubt be the bee 
possible way' In which to advertise. I 
trust this matter will have your Immed- 
iate attention and that I may have £ 
reply very shortly.

Outcome of Conference Held 


Rome—Extradition—The Jour- 


nals and Writers. 


at 


NEW YORK, December 27.—A cable 


to the World from Rome says: The 
World correspondent has secured from 
a delegate the result of the anti- 
anarchist conference 
recently 
held 


here, whose proceedings had previously 
been kept secret. 


First—An international 
bureau of 


police for surveillance of anarchists is 
to be established at Berlin consisting 
of nine members—German, Austrian, 
French, English, Italian, Russian, 
Swiss, Belgian and Dutch. This bu- 
reau will correspond with all the police 
of Europe and will be represented in 
each country -by special agents. All 
states represented 
will 
contribute 


equally to the maintenance of the bu- 
reau. 


Second—The European Governments 


axe to negotiate for extradition trea- 
ties governing anarchists. Anarchists 
are defined as all those who make pub- 
lic profession of the anarchist faith, 
who are found in possession of anarch- 
ist publications, bombs and letters of 
an anarchistic character and all mem- 
bers of anarchist societies. A person 
convicted of an anarchist crime will be 
punished according to the law of the 
country where the crime was com- 
mitted. Anarchist journals are to be 
placed under censure, their circulation 
interdicted, their editors, printers and 
distributors proceeded against as an- 
archists. A-ll proceedings against an- 
archists are to be conducted in secwt. 


These decisions -were accepted by the 


delegates from Germany, Austria, Rus- 
sia, Italy, Turkey, Spain, Portugal, 
Sweden, Denmark, Montenegro, 
Ser- 


via and Roumania, 
but 
England, 


France, Switzerland, Belgium, Holland, 


lUxembourg and Greece rejected them. 
It is probable that the ultimate re- 


sult of the conference will be the estab- 
Lshment of an international police bu- 
reau.

You strap Goes to Deal 


From a Steamer. 


DROPS BELOW FROM CLAUDIH 


Talked of Being a Defaulter From 


San Francisco—Was In Funds. 


Named Burke. 


There was a tragedy on the S. 


Claudine on the voyage from Hilo thi 
trip. A young man not more than 2 
years of age, who had been drinkin 
heavily, and perhaos for toe time va 
insane, sprang from the deck into the 
ocean and Tvas drawn 
beneath 
*h 


swiftly-going vessel. 


Mr. A. Richley, of 304 Beretaiii 


street, a passenger by the S. S. Claud 
ine from Hilo, was by force of drcum 
stances made more familiar with th 
suicide than any other. 


Mr. Hldil-ey, who, witfc his compan 


ion, Mr. Bell, occupied a stateroom nex 
to the one used by the captain of th 
boat, -was awakened from his sleep 
about 4:45 Friday morning 
by 


voices just outside his door. Withou 
dressing, Mr. Richley went but on 
deck for the purpose of asking the men 
to move away. He found there th 
mate of the ship, talking about money 
matters with a young man, who was 
outside the railing, and gripping a 
rope to keep from falling Into the wat 
er below. Mr. Richley recognized 
young man as one with whom he 
conversed through the evening and 
only parted from him at 12 o'clock. The 
man's position, as he clung to the rop( 


and the expression of his face, showei 
despair and suicidal intent. This Mr 
Richley recognized at once, and deter 
mined to aid the 
man. The mat 


walked away. Mr. Richley, left alon 
with the man, began a conversation 
To the question if he was the Captain 
of the ship, Mr. Richley, desiring t< 
humor him, replied that he was. Th 
young man then evinced a desire -t 
talk with him, saying that it was th 
captain of the ship <wlth whom t 
wished to speak, and no one else. 


Little by little bis story was told 


Hia name was Charles Burke, he said 
He -had been in the employ of the Pa- 
cific Paving Company of San Fran 
cisco, where, after seven years of ser 
vice, he was accused of being a default- 
er, of being short 
in 
his account* 


7,000. This Burke denied. He claimed 
that he bad taken money, but that the 
money was bis by right, wages for the 
long service. 


With this money Burke embarked on 


the ship Amy Turner, bound for Hilo 
which arrived at that port a few days 
before the sailing of the Clandine for 
Honolulu. He then asked Mr. Richley 
:o take his money, an endorsed check 
for $1,000 on Bishop & Co., drawn, by 
L. T. Grant in favor of R. T. Forrest; 
J75 in gold and $6 in silver. He also 
drew from his fingers and gave to Mr 
Richley some diamond rings of value 
He then claimed that 'he had paid $5,000 
to a Mr. McDonald; but had not taken 
a receipt. Would Mr. Richley look 
after the business for him and see thai 
the necessary papers were signed. 


Here, Mr. Ricfaley thought, -was an 


opportunity to save the man's life. He 
argued that Burke should go into the 
stateroom and sign a statement regard- 
ing the payment. Once inside.'Richley 
intended to hold the man, by physical 
force if necessary. To this Burke con' 
sented on condition that he be given 
a glass of whiskey when inside. Climb- 
ng over the railing. Burke started to- 
ward tfoe stateroom, when be saw the 
mate of the stip coming. He rushed 
back again over the side of the ship 
aad hung-to life by the rope there. The 
mate, coming up, removed his coat &rni 
started to draw out his watch. Then 
Burke cried out. "Oh, you can't catch 
m?. The moment anyone starts toward 
roe I shall let go of the rope and drop 
into che water." And then 
be told 


Richley that there were two men on 
the ship trying to capture him and that 
the mate was on* of them. It is prob- 
able that this imagining iod to his 
ifrmination to die.

THE CHINESE EXCLUSION CASE. 


Tbe laymen desire to know the gist 


•of the decision of tbe Supreme Court 
An the Chinese habeas corpus cases. It 
IB this, and la expressed clearly, in the 
conclusion of the opinion of the Court: 
That at the present time there are no 
Federal Courts established in this Ter- 
rttory by Congress that can adjudicate 
matters arising under the Federal laws, 
of .wbich the Chinese Exclusion Act is 
oae, and that the Hawaiian Courts, not 
feeing Federal Courts, have no jurisdic- 
tion in the case. The men detained 
%y Chinese Inspector Brown are left 
in bis hands, or if Collector McStocker 
to, by operation of the Annexation law, 
a Federal officer, they are teft m his 
bands. 


Tbe difficulty the Court meets with 


ia making any practical direction in 
the matter is, that it has no power to 
suggest or direct, for it has no jurisdic- 
tion. It cannot assume to pass upon 
Collector MoStockers power under this 
Federal Jaw, and, of course, it cannot 
direct tie action of Chinese Inspector 
Brown, becaose he holds a Federal of- 
fice.

Sir Charles W. Dllke, one of the 


ablest of British statemen in his new 
book titled tbe "British Empire," 
;ives this account of the working of 
the law conferring the elective fran- 
chise upon the women of 'New Zea- 
and. 


"Close upon 90 per cent of all the 


grown women of New Zealand 
are 


electors, and In the majority of the 
arger towns tbe women voters out- 
number the men. They vote in al- 
most as large a proportion as the 
men, 
and in three out of tbe four 


argest towns in New Zealand at the 
ast election greatly more women 
than men went to the poll. Of those 
who supported and of those who op- 
posed the reform both classes have 
>een surprised. It has failed to bring 
about any marked change in the poli- 
;ical circumstances of the 
country. 


The temperance party forced on the 
change, but they have not been much 
pleased by its results, for the women 
have voted pretty much as their men 
folk voted before, and the Conserva- 
tives and tbe Liberals opposed to Pro- 
hibition have received as much pro- 
portional support from the women 
voters as have the Prohibitionists. On 
the other hand, there can be no doubt 
that the interest of women in politics 
has been aroused, that a great impulse 
has been given to tie education of wo- 
men, 
and to their 
participation in 


public affairs, the conduct of which 
they have improved 
In New Zealand 


as in South Australia, the enfranchise- 
ment of the women has not helped 
that alliance of Churches—the Church 
of 
England, the 
Roman 
Catholic 


Church, and the Wesleyan Church— 
which has worked against the secular 
education system of tbe colony." 


The remarkable fact about this ra- 


dical change in the elective system is 
that there is now no opposition to it 
Its creation was a bold move, but it is 
successful 
It may now be said that 


in spite of the bigotry of ignorant men 
who are governed, not by political 
thought, but by usage and custom, just 
as the animals are governed, and the 
degraded races are governed, in spite 
of the refusal of many women to see 
and recognize their exalted place in 
social, which is political, life, this 
great scheme in tbe line of the eman- 
cipation of women, has proved success- 
ful.

They have met with sore trials They

He 
seems rather to have preferred to get 
his facts out of the Encyclopedia of 
Lies, edited by the Father of Lies, and 
compiled from the literature of the ir- 
responsible beach-comber. 


We do not defend all that the mis- 


sionary has done In his philanthropic 
work here, any more than we defend 
the conduct of the Puritans m many 
things. Whatever the missionary er- 


have been, they are not those spe- 


cified by Mr. Atkinson. The universal 
cause of truth is not promoted by the 
absolutily incorrect statements made 
by him 
We believe, moreover, that 


Mr Atkinson is not the kind of a man 
to disparage unselfish, and valuable 
work in the creation of a little nation- 
ality in the Pacific, that has command- 
ed the respect of all nations.

Julian D. Hayne who has just been 
convicted cf forgery in New York city, 
and his trial revealed a rare record of 
villainy in many places.

When Hayne discovered that the mis-

This etory is the slogan 
of every cad who has Inflamed bis 
imagination with the rancid legends of 
luxurious license of the tropics, and be- 
lieves that the missionary stands in 
his way; of every wandering tramp 
who has failed to become prosperous 
and hates the sight of prosperity in 
others. 


If. Mr. Atkinson had looked up the 


records of the transfer of real estate on 
these islands, he would have found that 
the missionaries owned only a small 
fraction of it, while those who are not 
missionaries, the many corporations, 
the ranchmen, the trustees of the great 
Pauahi Bishop estates, the property of 
a native Hawaiian, and the government 
itself, owned the far greater part of tbe 
land 
The statement that "more than 


one-'third of the land is owned by the 
sons and daughters of the mission- 
aries" is absolutely faJse. 


Mr Atkinson could readily have as- 


certained the fact that the kings, chiefs 
and thinking natives, for many years, 
warned the people against mortgaging 
and selling their lands and that special 
provisions have been made by law, for 
securing homesteads to tbe natives, but 
the natives have preferred to let their 
homesteads go and flock to the towns. 


Mr. Atkinson could have read, if he 


had chosen to do so, the history of the 
grand "mahele," and the persistent 
work of the missionaries In securing 
for every native in the group a fee sim- 
ple homestead, without price in substi- 
tution for a feudal tenure 


Mr. Atkinson bas allowed himself to 


be betrayed into making a grossly un- 
just charge, through bis inexcusable 
ignorance. The sons and daughters of 
the New England missionaries to these 
Islands have the right to expect a bet-

seventy more Chinese were on their 
way to Wailuku, armed with hoes, evi- 
dently bent upon rescuing their forty- 
one countrymen from durance vile. 
"The sheriff, hastily 
summoning 


band' of horsemen, armed with "black 
snakes," met the advancing horde at 
the Wailuku railroad station and 
through an interpreter, ordered them 
to turn back. At first they 
seemed 


tempted to resist and to advance far 
ther into the town, but at a threaten 
ing movement on the part of the sher 
iffs poesee, they exclaimed 
"Awe!" 


and turned and fled homeward—tne po- 
lice escorting them as far as Kahului 


The next day the forty prisoners 


consented to return to work, after pay 
ing the usual costs for refusing labor 
The original prisoner was found guilty 
of assault and punished. 


The old year was danced out and th 


new year welcomed in by parties both 
at Hamakuapoko and Spreckelsville 
At Hamakuapoko Manager and Mrs 
Harry A. Baldwin gave a dance which 
wiinong be recalled with pleasuraWi 
thoughts of the large and 
beautiful 


drawing-room, the mellow glow of 
lights, th« perfect, polished floor, and, 
best of all, music that banished care 
and inspired hilarity. 


After several years of constant prac-

There were eleven 
dances and two extras on the programs 
beginning wHh the grand march and 
landers and ending with the Virginia 
reeL Mr. W. O. Aiken acted as floor 
manager.

CULTURE OF SILK 


Raising 
Cocoons Here 


Could be a Success. 


Plan of a School Teacher of Hawaii 


Presents a Scheme He 


Thinks Practical.

Hilo Tribune, Mr. Editor:—Allow me 


to ask you space in your valuable pa- 
per for the publication of the following 
suggestion, hoping that thus it may 
reach interested parties. 


There are hundreds, probably thou 


sands of families in this country who 
would be most willing to add a few 
dollars to their annual Income by giv 
ing light and easy employment to the 
more aged, to the young and to the 
weak, who cannot do any hard work 
This is especially true of the people 
of our country, which is so well adapt 
ed to silk culture. Children of large 
families, by raising a few pounds o 
cocoons, may earn something; and tha 
something represents an increase of in 
come. The raising of these few pounds 
of cocoons each year need not mater 
tally interfere with household and oth 
er duties and it is by this means tha 
silk culture must in the end be car 
ried on in this country. 


Now that the Board of Education ii 


introducing "Industrial training" in 
our schools, and with great success 
as any one can witness by visiting th 
Union School in Hilo, and others in 
different parts of the group, I am pos 
itive tihat no more interesting subjec 
could he taken than the raising of th 
silk-worms for tbe sirk culture. 


If echool children will take a liktn 


to this light and pleasant work, ther 
is no doubt of their succeeding with 1 
after their school years are over. Th 
boys could make the traya necessary 
for the worms while feeding, and tha 
part alone is quite an interesting wor 
for them. Of course, you cannot und 
ertake the raising of the silk worm 
until you have food enough for them 
but I don't see why every school lo 
should not have a few of the best kin< 
of mulberry trees growing on it; the; 
grow rapidly, and until these eould b 
used there are many trees around Hi! 
from which leaves could be gatherec 
to start the experiment. 


The Board of Education could prob- 


ably get the eggs (called by raisers 
"the seed") as well as the mulberry 
seeds, either through the Bureau o 
Agriculture or our Representatives in 
countries where they are available. 


I do not care to take any more o 


your valuable space in this issue, bu 
am willing to answer any inquiries o: 
the subject, either through the columns 
of your paper or by letter, provide 
that in this last case, a two cent stam; 
be added for the answer. 


I will finish 'by adding that I hav 


done the above work in Honolulu four 
teen years ago, and was very success 
ful, although I had to work under grea 
difficulty, the main one being the scar- 
city of food for the worms. My objec 
then being solely to prove to the lat 
Dr. Trousseau that this country was 
very well adapted to the raising of th 
silk worm and I did convince him of it

The Exposition authorities then gave 


Hawaii the choicest space in the Ag- 
rit'.ultural building. Here the exhibit 
•was speedily installed, being in run- 
ning order by the middle of July. 


One of the spaces was devoted en- 


tirely to coffee. 
A dozen large coffee 


trees, which w-ere secured on the Wai- 
an.te plantation; these ranging from a 
nursery plant to a tree in 
bearing, 


made a very interesting display. The 
coffee served was very carefully pre- 
pared by expert demonstrators, 
they 


using tbe drip process. This booth was 
thronged constantly with people, and 
many hundreds left behind orders for 
the coffee tc be sent to their homes. 


On another large space adjoining the 


eoffee booth, was displayed all the oth- 
er exhibits. The space was 
dotted 


with palms, orange trees, small cocoa- 
nut trees and other tropical 
plants. 


which gave the entire exhibit, a trop- 
ical appearance. 
The school exhibit 


was laid out on tables and hung up on 
the walls. Nothing interested the vis- 
itors to the exhibit so much as this 
wonderful work. 
Many fine compli- 


ments were paid the Hawaiian School 
children by competent judges. 


The photographic display was un- 


questionably the finest and most com- 
plete that has ever been seen outside 
of the Islands. The hulk of these pic- 
tures were by Williams. The colored 
photos turned out by Davey were very 
interesting and attractive.

Fffect of Acquirement of Sugar 


Lands by United States—Fi- 


gures—Hawaiian. 


(A paper 'by Dr. H. W. Wiley, prepared 


for the Louisiana Sugar Planters 
Association.) 


Gentlemen:—I have the letter ol 


your secretary of November 15th, ask- 
ing me to prepare a paper on the 
"Probable Effect of the Annexation ol 
Spanish Colonies on the Sugar Indus- 
try of the United States." 


As a basis for any valuable opinion i 


is flret necessary to study the statis- 
tical data, relating to our sugar supply 
First of all the data of the period 
preceding the rebellion in Cuba are 
of prime interest, since they show the 
normal condition of the sugar industry 
in the most important of the Spanish 
colonies in time of peace as affecting 
trade relation with the United States 


The quantities of sugar imported in 


to the United States during the flsca 
year ended June 30th, 1893, the year 
immediately preceding the outbreak o 
the Cuban rebellion, from countries 
which already are or are about to be 
come American colonies or dependen 


• cies, are as follows:

By above comparison it is seen tha 


since the war the Cuban imports an 
only one-fifth of what they were before 
while from the Philippines we have se 
cored a little less than one-fourth o 
the former amount. 
The figures for 


Porto Rico are not given separately 
but It is fair to presume that, while 
there was no rebellion in that island 
the •war with Spain lias greatly dimin- 
ished the total imports for the year 


The data for the Hawaiian Islands 


show that in five years the imports 
have increased by over 150,000,000 
pounds. Since however Hawaiian su 
gar has been admitted free of duty for 
fifteen years, the annexation of tha 
group to the United States will have 
mo further effect than to stimulate the 
industry and thus increase the output 
Since it has been demonstrated thai 
water for irrigation can be secured 
from wells sunk in the porous lava, i 
is certain that the area devoted to 
sugar-culture in the islands can be 
greatly increased. This method of se- 
curing water, however, is costly <IIM 
not capable of unlimited expansion, so 
that at this time we may forsee with 
some degree of exactitude the probable 
maximum output of sugar in the Ha- 
waiian group. From the most reliable 
information accessible it may be sale 
that under the stimulus of American 
enterprise the Hawaiian Islands wil 
produce 
for export 
to the present 


States about 1,000,000,000 pounds of 
sugar in 1910. Beyond this figure the 
increase will be very slow and it is 
more than probable that the figure 
mentioned may not be reached for 1 
or 20 years 
Meanwhile the consump- 


tion of sugar will increase so that by 
the time the Hawaiian Islands send to 
the present States 500,000 tons of sugar, 
-we will be needing a great deal more 
than the extra quarter million tons 
coming from that eouree. The Hawai- 
ian Islands therefore may be elimin- 
ated from the problem in so far as 
their product of sugar shall affect the 
industry here. 


Since it was certain that the rates 


of duty on imported sugars under the 
Dingle? act would be increased, an 
enormous stock of raw sugars was se- 
cured under the lower duties of the 
Wilson tariff. 
The beginning of the 


fiscal year, July 1st, 1897, therefore 
found a stock of sugar so large that 
practically no imports of beet-sugar 
•were made after July for eight months 


In April, 1S98. the stock of sugar im- 


ported under the former tariff act be- 
gan to be exhausted and beet-sugar 
again commenced to come in from Ger- 
many. Considerable quantities of re- 
fined sugar were imported during the 
•winter and ear^y spring of 18PS 
Ftor 


the quarter ended September 30 189S, 
nearly 200 OCKXOCK) pounds of sugar were 
imported from Germany—a quantity 
considerably greater than for the trholo 
fiaca} year ended June 3ft, 1S9S It ap- 
pears that a change in the tariff has 
had a more immediate and direct effort 
on oar sugar trade than annoration 
can pospibly hare 


Rofwrlng again to thn data directly 


invoked in the* discussion of the sub- 
ject under con Hi deration, It is teen that 


<be normal export of sugar from Porto 
Rico to the United States before the 
war was la round numbers 70,000,000, 
from Cuba 2,000,000,000, and from the 
Philippines 125,000,000 pounds. These 
are the quantities of sugar which were 
produced and exported to the United 
States "under Spanish rule and by Span- 
ish methods of agriculture and manu- 
facture. It is now certain that all these 
countries will be rid of the Spanish 
yoke. It is also already decided that 
two of them, viz., Porto Rico and the 
Philippines, will become parts of the 
United States and therefore their pro- 
ducts will be Admitted free of any duty. 
In the case of Cuba the probability is 
that it will remain under an American 
protectorate. All the teachings of our 
past history, as exemplified, especially 
in the case of Texas, indicate that 
eventually Cuba will also be a territory 
or state of the union. For the pres- 
ent, however, we must exclude this 
event from any Immediate influence on 
the sugar industry in the States. In 
other words, it is fair to presume that 
for at least the next ten years Cuban 
sugar will pay a duty on entering our 
present borders. 


It is aleo fair to assume that under 


Ajnerlcan institutions the agriculture 
of Porto Rico and the Philippines will 
be improved and the production of su- 
gar Increased. These countries being 
parts of the United States, it is evi- 
dent that this increase in production 
will be consumed here, so that practi- 
cally all the sugar exported from those 
islands will find a market here. 


It is not possible to give with any 


degree of accuracy an estimate of how 
great this increase will be. "We do not 
know enough about the available lands, 
the vicissitudes of the climate, tbe\con- 
ditions of labor, and the attitudVojf 
the natives towards their new rulers 
to make any positive statements. It 
appears to me, however, that for a de- 
cade at least the rate of increase in 
sugar production m these Islands will 
be ten per cent per annum. 


At this rate, in 1910, the quantity of 


sugar exported to the States from Por- 
to Rico will be, in round numbers, 
200,000,000, and from the Philippines 
300,000,000 pounds, or a total of 500,- 
000,000 pounds. 


It seems quite certain therefore that 


•that quantity of sugar, including the 
Hawaiian product, which will come in- 
to the States free of duty in 1808-1910, 
will be at least 1,500,000,000 pounds. 
Our consumption of sugar at the pres- 
ent time in round numbers is 4,000,000,- 
000 pounds. At the normal rate of in- 
crease of population we will consume 
In 1908-1910 fully 5,500,000,000 pounds 
If we assume that the production of 
sugar in the States from beets and 
cane does not increase, it is seen that 
practically the same quantity of duti- 
able sugar will be imported in 1910 as 
at the present time. If the same rate 
of increase be found in the home indus- 
try which hae been accorded to Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, our domestic 
production, excluding recent acquisi- 
tions, 
will 
be 
nearly 
1,500,000,000 


pounds in 1910. It is not likely, bow- 
ever that such a rate of increase will 
be maintained, since capital will be 
slow to enter the sugar industry in the 
States until the final status of Cuba is 
determined 


It is evident therefore that the quan- 


tity of dutiable sugar entering our 
ports during the next eleven years is 
not likely to be diminished and may 
be increased. Nor is it likely that any 
tariff changes threatening a lower rate 
of duty on imported sugar -will be en- 
acted within the time specified. 
The 


Republicans have control of the Sen- 
ate for at least six years to come and 
whate-ver party may be in power it will 
be only too glad to have the benefit of 
the duties on imported sugars to help 
pay the expenses which the enlarge- 
ment of our territories naturally en- 
tails 
A conservative view of the pres- 


ent situation, therefore, leads to the 
opinion that for at least the next de- 
cade the annexation of the Spanish 
colonies will not work any injury to 
the present sugar industry of the Unit- 
ed States 
It must be confessed, how- 


ever, that the uncertainty in regard to 
the final disposition of Cuba and the 
certainty that there will be a large in- 
irease in the imports of duty free su- 
jar will discourage the investment of 


present industry could continue to ex- 
ist. It i> not easily demonstrable that 
sugar, of 95 degrees polarization, can 
be produced here for leas than three 
cents a pound. It is demonstrable that 
in Cuba it can be made for a much 
smaller price. The beet fields of Cali- 
fornia and of New York and the cane 
fields of Louisiana, in my opinion, 
would sustain a very unequal contest 
with the plantations of Cuba free and 
Americanized. The capacity, however, 
of even so rich a country as Cuba has 
its limits. We are speaking now of the 
wants of 100,000,000 people. Sugar is 
growing every day to be a more neces- 
sary article of food. It has long ceased 
to be merely a luxury. 


We look forward to the day not very 


far distant, when our people shall num- 
ber two or three hundred millions. It 
is doubtful if the development of our 
tropical possessions in respect of sugar 
production will keep pace with the 
Increase of population. 
In this case 


the sugar cane and the sugar beet here 
will be called on still to provide at 
least a part of the sugar whirh we con- 
sume.
